After an early season period of 
fire peril, the forest fire m e nses 
has materially reduced In recent 
weeks aa a result of sustained wet 
season, local 
conservation 
a u ­ 
thorities have reported.

French Ignored Order 
To Disband Assembly 


ALTHOUGH the lights of liberty 
are out in France, 40 million 
war-sick 
Frenchmen 
are 
this 
month marking the anniversary of 
Hie Legislative Assembly. 
It was 152 years ago that the 
States-Gcnernl 
was ordered 
to 
disband by King Louis XVI. The 
king had closed its meeting place, 
but that didn’t stop the determined 
members of the Third Estate. 
Retiring to a tennis court near 
Versailles, then capital of France, 
the ascembly solemnly swore not 
to disband until they had estab­ 
lished 
a 
constitution 
for 
the 
kingdom. The 1939 stamp above 
pictures the members taking the 
famous “Tennis Court Oath.” 
The clerical-garbed figure in 
the left foreground is probably 
the Abbe Sieyes, famous revolu- 
tionist who urged the clergy to 
join with the commoners in their 
mutual struggle. 
The Estates-Genera! evolved a 
constitution patterned ofter that of 
the United States. It was a mid­ 
dle-class i n s t r u m e n t directed 
against the king and Hie priv­ 
ileged orders.
